1 6 auxiliary information generating means that generates auxiliary information signals to be 

1 7 displayed on separate display means of a video display apparatus; and

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data processing means that decodes compressed data and generates video data, audio 
data, and text data; 

display means that has non-overlapping video display area and text display area; 
a projector that projects video signals on said display means; and 

mixing means that generates video signals for said projector by combining said video 
data and said text data in a non-overlapping manner. 
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
